At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house [earlier described as: near Crosswicks 
Creek now called Chesterfield] in Chesterfield the 6" of the 9" in 1684. (Nov) 


Samuel Bunting and Mary Folke published their Intentions of Marriage at our Womens Meeting 
and Likewise before us her Parents being present gave their Consent. And he producing a 
Certificate from Friends in England of his clearness this Meeting has ordered Francis Davenport 
and Samuel Sikes And the Women Friends have ordered Sarah Davenport and Esther 
Gilberthorpe to make Enquiry of both their Clearness and to make report at our next Monthly 
Meeting. 


At our Monthly Meeting the 3" of the 10" in 1684 (Dec) at the place aforesaid Samuel Bunting 
and Mary Folke signified their intentions of marriage the second time. The Enquiry being made 
by Friends appointed the Last Monthly Meeting and finding them both Clear from all others, this 
Meeting is satisfied and leaves them to proceed as they seem meete [see fit] in the Wisdom of 
God. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 5" of the 9" in 1685. 
(Nov) John Hooton and Francis Davenport appointed to Inquiry into Clearness from All Others 
for William Satterwite to marry Ann Burcham of Burlington Monthly Meeting. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 7" of the11" in 1685. 
(Jan) Agreed at this Meeting that Deeds shall be made for the Bureying Places Both at the falls 
and Chesterfield. at the falls John Lambert grantor grantees William Emley [cont’d next page] 


Thomas Lambert, Joshue Wright and Mahlon Stasey. John Wilsford and Joshue Eley at 
Chesterfield Thomas Folke Grantor Grantees Francis Davenport, Samuel Bunting, John Bunting, 
Thomas Gilberthorpe, Roger Parke and Robert Wilson. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 4" of the 12" in 1685. 
(Feb 1685) Deeds Brought in and Confirmed to the Partys before mentioned for the Burying 
Place at Chesterfield the Deed before mentioned Left in the hand of Francis Davenport and the 
Deed of trust in the Hand of Thomas Lambert of Nottingham. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 4" of the 1° in 1685. 
(March 1685) Joab Bunting signified Intention to Marriage with Sarah Perkinse in Shrowesbury 
in East Jersey and desires a Certificate of Clearness. Inquiry by Francis Davenport and Thomas 
Gilberthorpe.

At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the ___ of the 11°" jn 1686. 
(Jan) Anthoney Woodward Late of Long Island and Hannah Folkes Declared their Intentions of 
Marriage to the Mans and Woomens Meetings her Parents being present gave their Consent, 
and he Prodused a Certificate from Friends in Long Island of his Clearness from all others and of 
his faithfull walking yet for Good order sake Francis Davenport & Samuel Bunting are appointed 
to make ferther Inquirey into his Clearness and make Report to the next Meeting. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 3 of the 12" in 1686. 
(Feb) Anthoney Woodward and Hannah Foulke Came and Published their intentions of marriage 
the second time. Francis Davenport and Samuel Bunting appointed by the Last Meeting to 
Enquier concerning his Clearness finde nothing but that he is Cleare the Woomen Friend having 
appointed Kathrien Beard and Mary Wright to Inquire Concerning her Clearness was not 
Satisfied concerning her and John Hooten; therefore the Meeting Desired them to stay one 
month longer but Contrary to their Desire they Proceeded in their Marriage which was some 
trouble to Friends. 


At our Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 3 of the 11" in 1688. 
(Jan) Thomas Foulke Junior and Elizabeth Curtis Declared their Intention to Joine together in 
marriage Desireing the Consent of this Meeting which for Good order sake is Defered until the 
next Monthly Meeting: in which time Francis Davenport and Thomas Gilberthorpe is Appointed 
to make Inquiry Conferming their Clearness and Give Account to Friends the nest Monthly 
Meeting. 


At the Monthly Meeting at Francis Davenports house in Chesterfield the 7“ of the 12" in 1688. 
(Feb) Friends appointed to attend next Quarterly Meeting includes Samuel Bunting. 


Thomas Folke & Elizabeth Curtis this Day Desired the Consent of this Meeting to Joine together 
in marriage at the Last Meeting: the Friends that was Appointed to make Inquiry Conferming 
their Clearness Gives an Account that they have answered Friends Desire [cont’d next page]

Our Womans monthly meeting was _ at Francis Davenport’s house in Chesterfield in the County of 
Burlington this 3" of the 11° month 1688 when Thomas Foulkes the son of Thomas and Mary Foulkes 
members of this meeting and Elizabeth Curtis daughter of John Curtis also belonging to this meeting 
declared their intentions of joining together in marriage their parents and relations being present 
signifying their consent. This meeting appoints Briget Watson and Mary Parkhill to make Inquiry 
confirming the young woman’s clearness and bringin their ___—_—s to our next monthly meeting. 


Our womans monthly meeting was held at Francis Davenport’s the 4" of the 12™ mo: 1688 where 
Thomas Foulkes and Elizabeth Curtis aforesaid saith the second time published their intentions of 
marriage and finding nothing to hinder their proceedings leave them their liberty to proceed and 
accomplish their marriage according to truth to the conclusion of and under Friends
